other girls can be communicated with, 
but arc too frightened to say if any 
of their n u m b e r is injured 
Prank Reid, manager of tile Reid 
store, say? all his staff escaped.

men who were at work on tile build­ 
ing are unaccounted for.

the rescuers work with frenzy they 
will be hours releasing any who m ay 
be in the thick of it.

Writes His Father 


NEED M EN MORE THAN SHIPS 


Virginia 
Broke 
3-Inch 
Target 


Record-Houses Have Queer 


Names in Provincetown 


In a letter to his father, D. C. H er­ 
bert, of this city, Frank Herbert, who 
is a chief Yeoman on the U. S. Ship 
Virginia, derides the talk of war with 
Japan. 
He says; 
“ We are on the range as I am w rit­ 
ing this. 
They are firing 6-inch guns 
now ^ and they shake me up consider- j 
ably. 
I have to suspend operations 
when they fire 8-inch and 12-inch guns. , 
We broke three records yesterday with 
3-inch guns and I hope we will do as | 
well today with the big guns. 
“There is a lot of talk about the fleet 
going to the Pacific in the near future. 
The fleet must of course eventally go, 
at any rate a part of it must, as the 
department never intended having the 
whole battle ship fleet on one coast. 
But it may be a year before any of the 
battleships now on the Atlantic coast 


will g et to the other side of the conti­ 
nent. 
The Japan w ar talk is nonsense 
and we cannot understand how conser­ 
vative newspapers can fill their columns 
with so much “ yellow.” 
The Japs are 
having a little before election excite­ 
ment, and there is a party in this coun­ 
try working hard to increase the navy 
to twice its present strength. 
We have 
but twenty modern first class battle 
ships and 
according 
to the parlor 
tacticians we need sixty-four. 
I might 
suggest th at the present number of 
battleships be fully manned before we 
build any more. 
There is not a ship in 
the Atlantic fleet with a full comple­ 
ment of men. 
“ Since we have been here I have 
made two trips ashore to Provincetown. 
It is a summer resort for Boston peo­ 
ple. 
The natives are all cod fishermen 
or retired m ariners. 
Every house is 
named and some queer names they have 
too; there is one called “ Horne at 
L ast.” 
I suppose it belongs to some 
ex-m ariner who has had a lot of hard 
luck at sea, but finally accumulated 
enough cash to buy a home and settle 
down.
